ON TAX ESTIMATE

| That quarterly headache—pay- 


|}ment of the installment on esti- 


‘mated federal income tax—is at 
hand, but the Revenue Act of 1948 
‘includes some provisions which 
(are guaranteed to help ease the 
pain. 

Next’ Tuesday is the deadline 
for the second quarterly payment, 
and Internal Revenue Collector 
James P. Finnegan has sent letters 
to those who elected to pay their 
estimated tax in installments out- 
lining changes in rates effective 
since the first estimated tax pay- 
ment was made last March. 

Under the new income tax rules, 
a taxpayer may amend his declar- 
ation to file a joint husband-and- 
wife return even though the hus- 
band is the only one who has any 
income. This helps reduce the 
'total tax payment. 

Additional relief is provided in 
a higher personal exemption. A 
taxpayer used to get an exemp- 
tion of $500 for himself, $500 for 
his wife and $500 for each depend- 
ent. This exemption has been 
raised to $600. 

As a result of these changes, 
some taxpayers will find they have 
to make no further payments on 
estimated tax this year, some will 
have tfeir quarterly payments ma- 
'terially reduced, and some will 
'find they are in position to receive 
a credit next year.

(World War I) eost her 1,300,000 dead. 
Financially, too, she was dealt a blow from 
which she never really recovered ,. 

“The liquidity of her international finan- 
cial position, impaired enough by World 
War I, was at last destroyed by World 
War II... When we see Great Britain 
confessing her financial inability to main- 
tain the position she accepted in Greece and 
Turkey or to:support her occupation com- 
mitments in Germany, when we see her 
drastically and continuously cutting back 
the” personnel of her armed forces and 
obliging them to content themselves almost 
exclusively with existing materiel, when we 
find her scrapping old capital ships without 
any promise of replacing them with modern 
types, we are reminded that it takes a lot 
of extra money to be a World Power. And 
money is just what Britain has not got...” 

This undeniable weakness, however, does 
not in Brodie’s mind warrant advising that 
the United States therefore ignore Britain 
in future plans. On the contrary, in an-

In Europe, the relationship is less 
clear.

Even the 
Marshall Plan is an attempt to keep the 
initiative for such an association in Europe, 
largely with Britain, while providing Atmeri- 
can economic support. .

Brinton, however, warns of a too-close rela- 
tionship, in an earlier book, “The United 
States and Britain.”

‘Further Struggle Likely 
On Mundt-Nixon Legislation. 


A bill introduced by Representative Sam 
Hobbs (Dem.), Alabama, would make it un- 
lawful for any person to be employed in any 
capacity in any Government agency who has 
engaged in activities subversive of the Gov- 
ernment or who is or has been a member 
of or associated with any organization 
whose aims are or have been subversive in 
whole or in part, 

Representative Ed Gossett (Dem.), Texas, 
proposed to keep subversive persons out of 
the country by amending the immigration 
‘and naturalization laws. Other bills would 
provide forfeiture of a job by any Govern-. 
ment employe whose loyalty was found to 
be in doubt, would provide for issuance of 
docimentary evidence of United: States citi- 
zenship and would make it a crime for vet- 
erans advocating the overthrow of the Gov- 
ernment to accept certain increased subsis- 
tence benefits. 


The distilled essence of these and ° 
other measures was the bill introduced | 
by Mundt and Representative Richard 
M. Nixon (Rep.), California, both mem- 
bers of the Un-American. Activities 
Committee, In a sense it represents the 
culmination of nearly 10 years of 
mountainous labors by the committee ° 
at a cost of something like a million - 
dollars. 4 


It also epitomizes the growing fear «of 
Communism and the dilemma in which this 
country finds itself. Mundt stated the 
problem like this: 

“How to protect freedom from those whp 
would destroy it without infringing upon 
the freedom of all our people represents a 
question fraught with constitutional and 
practical difficulties. We must not mortally 
wound our democratic framework in at- 
tempting to protect it from those who 
threaten to destroy it.” 

Opponents say the bill run: contrary to 
American principles, that its provisions 
could by extension create a sort of reign 
of terror among liberal an? labor groups, 
that it condones “guilt by association” and 
that it gives the Attorney General power 
to stigmatize entire groups. A popular ar- 
gument against it is that it would play into 
the hands of the Communists by driving 
them underground and making them ap- 
pear as martyrs, Some sa; the Commu- 
nists actually want it passed for just that 
purpose, though they oppose it publicly. 

House passage of the measure by a vote 
of 319 to 58 illustrates, though with only 
partial accuracy, how the tide is running. 
While the Senate seems to have sidetracked 
the bill, there is good. prospect that it; dr 
something closely akin, will be high on the 
agenda of the next Congress.

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Amnesty for Objectors 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The coming of the Freedom Train to 
St. Louis awakens us to renewed appre- 
ciation of our precious heritage of civil 
liberties and a recommitment to the en- 
largement of these rights. 

In celebrating our progress in de- 
mocracy, let us remember that civil 
liberties are still denied to thousands of 
Americans — conscientious objectors of 
World War II. 

Perhaps most st. Louisans who visit 
the train will be quite unaware that 
these fellow-citizens continue to suffer 
the most serious of disabilities—depriva- 
tion of political and economic rights for 
an indefinite period of time—because 
of their attitude toward war. . 

No amnesty was granted by President 
Truman when he accepted the recom- 
mendations of his Amnesty Board in De- 
cember 1947, granting individual par- 
dons to only 1523, or less. than 10 per 
cént of the total of 15,306 violators of 
the Selective Service Act, which includes 
over 5000 religious and conscientious ob- 
jectors to war. This leaves several hun- 
dred men still in prison and thousands 
deprived of vital civil and economic 
rights, including in most states the right 
to vote and to enter many forms of em- 
ployment. 

The. traditions of the United States 
are clear as to the principle and prac- 
tice of amnesty. From George Washing- 
ton in 1796 on down, nine Presidents 
have granted amnesty in similar situa- 
tions. 

The Amnesty Board and President 
Truman have failed to uphold the gen- 
erous American tradition. of amnesty 
and continue to penalize men who have 
already been punished for their offenses 
by prison sentences. The war has been 
over for nearly three years, the Selective 
Service Act has expired and American 
military governments in both Germany 
and Japan have granted ammnesties to 
hundreds of thousands of former ene 
mies, including avowed fascists! 

Amnesty is entirely in line with Amer- 
icam democratic principled. It would be 
a fulfillment of the provision for free- 
dom of religion in the Bill of Rights and 
would restore to full participation in the 
community many citizens who have a 
valuable contribution to make.. 

As an expression of Rededica 
Week, the undersigned citizens appeal 
to the President of the United States for 
the immediate granting of amnesty and 
urge our fellow citizens -to join in our 
a .

History’s record of shared experiences is 
the strong foundation of national life. It exem- 
plifies those noble traditions which hold men 
together by reminding them of broad common 
objectives. An American surely cannot be un- 
moved on reading Jefferson’s categorical declara- 
tion that: “We hold these truths to be self- 
evident, that all men are created equal, that 
they are endowed by their Creator with certain 
unalienable Rights, that among these are Life, 
Liberty and the pursuit of Happiness.” 

So it is well that every community should 
have its historical society as a repository of 
such reminders. But it was inevitable that the 
most significant national documents—such as 
the Declaration of Independence, the writings 
of Jefferson and Madison, the speeches of Wash- 
ington and Lincoln—should have come to be 
preserved in the national capital.

Germany Passes 


Out of Existence

NE of the instruments that might have produced the kind of 
Germany the world seemed to want at the end of the war 
passed quietly out of existence some time ago in Stuttgart. 


It was an agency known as the 
“laenderrat” or council of states. 
It had been designed for the ex- 
change of information and for Co- 
ordinating the efforts of the orig- 
inal three—and later four—states, 
or provinces, in the United States 
zone of occupation. , 

Gen. Lucius D, Clay, American 
occupation commander, and other 
high officials, were on hand for 
the unhappy ceremonies that ter- 
minated the laenderrat’s life. 
Among those present was Prof. 
James K. Pollock, of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, who is credited 
with having devised the plan. 

The laenderrat could only vague- 
ly be called the forerunner of the 
western German setup at Frank- 
furt, which now includes both 
the British and American zones 
and will shortly, it is believed, in- 
clude the French zone in south- 
western Germany. 

Symbols of Opposed Thinking. 

The two grew up together as 
symbols of diverging and opposed 
thinking. The laenderrat repre- 
sented an effort to develop a fed- 
eralized Germany of independent 
provinces, along the lines of the 
United States. 

The Frankfurt bizonal agencies, 
on the other hand, are the core 


of a plan for a centralized west- 


ern Germany in which the states 
(or provinces) will have only those 


rights which the central govern- 


ment chooses to permit. 


Frankfurt idea, as opposed to that 
in Stuttgart, can be indicated by 
the fact that for a year before its 
demise, the laenderrat had been 
virtually powerless and super- 
fluous. 

However the western Allies may 
regard the Frankfurt bizona) set- 
up, there are indications mean- 
while, that the Germans them- 
selves are not too happy about the 
development. 

An Election Issue. 

Frankfurt’s effort to dominate 
the life of Western Germany, at 
the expense of individual states, 
was. certainly the issue in Sun- 
day’s elections in Bavaria, which 
showed an amazing decrease in the 
strength of the Christian Socialist 
Union. It was that party on which 
the Americans relied most heavily 
for organizing the Frankfurt gov- 
ernments. 

Gains were registered, on the 
other hand, both for the Social 
Democrats, who have boycotted 
the Frankfurt setup altogether, 
and for the newly-organized Ba- 
varian party, which is violently 
Bavarian states-rights and violent- 
ly nationalistic, and which prob- 
ably includes a large number of 
former Nazi party members. 

The elections were for city 
councils in 41 Bavarian cities. The 
earlier elections, in April, for vil- 
lage authorities showed a similar 
resurgence of Nazi ideas.

Early Morning Drill. 

Under peacetime conscription of 


all males between the ages of 18 


and 55, adopted last fall, Trujillo 
has started early morning and 
weekend military training for ci- 
vilians. He is cracking the whip 
on the few sitdowners who find 
an aching back not at all condu- 
cive to a productive day’s work. 
But nobody complains—at least 
not out loud. 

In this tight little country which 
Trujillo has ruled with an iron 
hand for some 18 years, the peo- 
ple have learned that governmen- 
tal matters are best left to the 
chief.

Balkan-Like Powder Keg. 

Dominicans obviously are train- 
ing for the cold war against Vene- 
zuela and Guatemala. The situa- 
tion, with strongman Somoza’s 
Nicaragua thrown in on Trujillo's 
side, constitutes America’s own 
Balkan-like powder keg. 

Any doubt of that was dispelled 
the other day when the Dominican 
capital’s néw and popular daily 
newspaper, Sel Caribe, published 
by two Americans and owned by 
Trujillo, headlined a story accus- 
ing Venezuela of organizing an 
“invasion fleet.” 

It was Venezuela, slong with 
Guatemala, that Trujillo blamed 
for the revolutionary fleet, cap- 
tured off Cuba last ‘fall’ while 
purportedly steaming toward the 
Dominican Republic. 

On the other hand, Vene- 
zuelans have some reason to be- 
lieve that an aborted plot to bomb 
Caracas from Nicaragua during 
the inauguration of President 
Romulo Gallegos, in February, 
was hatched right here. 

Just what Trujillo proposes to 
do is reflected not only in: his 
current $57,161,600 budget, 33 per 
cent higher than last year’s and 
a record for the country. The 
Army and Navy appropriation 
was boosted from $5,499,944 last 
year to $8,760,253 this year, an 
increase of more than $3,000,000. 
The allocation for military avia- 
tion rocketed from $162,329 last 
year to $873,833 for 1948. 

Then there is a mysterious item 
of $1,024,000 “for the payment of 
special services as the executive 
power (Trujillo) shall decide.”

Description of System. 

What is the basing point system 
and who uses it? 

Practically everybody uses it or 
is affected by it, and it has three 
forms: 

1. Single basing point—prices 
are quoted freight on board 
(F.O.B.) at a single city, say At- 
lanta. Every manufacturer of & 
certain product will quote his 
price of that product FOB Atlan- 
ta. The buyer pays the freight 


ness is in St. Louis. You buy- the 
product and it is delievered to 
your door at a fixed price plus 
freight from Atlanta, regardless of 
the location of the manufacturing 
plant. If the manufacturer is in 
St. Louis, his freight is small. If 
he is in Dallas, his freight is large. 
You still pay only the equivalent 
of freight from. Atlanta to St. 
Louis. The seller either pays or 
pockets the difference, 

2. Multiple basing points—the 
principle is the same, but the con- 
sumer can buy at the basing point 
price nearest. his business. 

3. Zone basing price—prices are 
the same within any. zone regard- 
less of the distartce from the pro- 
ducer to the consumer. A familiar 
evidence of that is’ the phrase 
“prices slightly higher west of the 
Rockies.” 

4. Phantom freight—this occurs 
when a producer adds arbitrary 
freight costs to a product even 
though the product is not shipped 
the entire distance covered by the 
charge or when one type of freight 
such as rail is charged and a dif- 
ferent method of shipment such as 
truck is used. } 

Postal System an Example. 

The United States postal system 
itself is a classic example of bas- 
ing point system operation.

Possible Changes. 

If business has to be done on a 
cost-plus-freight basis, then there 
are almost limitless changes in 
sight. Among some of them are: 
' 1. Producers would have to move 
to a geographical point where 
their raw material freight costs 
and finished material] freight costs 
would be in economical balance, 
either having one large plant in 
an area with all other competitors 
or a number of small — near 
Major consumption points. 

2. Specialized producing areas, 
like ‘stcel in Pittsburgh; would 
produce far more than the imme- 
diate area could absorb and would 
have to sell in distant markets in 
competition with a local producer 
there. Their distant markets -be- 
cause of added freight would di- 
minish. 

3. One answer to that is estab- 
lishment of new production cen- 
ters. The automobile industry 
some time oe started décentrali- 
zation by building widely scattered 
assembly. plants to cut. delivery 
costs. But ‘construction of new 
production facilities té make low- 
priced goods is impossible at to- 
day's high building costs and 
scarcity of raw materials com- 
pared with prewar when present 
industries were built. - 

4. A general series of mergers 
between competitors might result 
in scattering production centers 
if separate units can’t be built by 
a single company. But there is a 
risk of forming cartels that are 
illegal under anti-trust laws. 

5. Monopoly price areas and 
divergent prices on a geographical 
basis could result when one pro- 
ducer is located at a distance from 
his competitors, who could not sell 
in his market because of the ad- 
dition of freight costs. He could 
increase his price to that of his 
nearest competitor. On the other 
hand, producers barred from dis- 
tant markets by freight rates 
would have to sell in their own 
back yard. If production exceeded 
demand in that area, price wars 
would eliminate the weakest pro- 
ducer. 

If this total adjustment takes 
place over a long enough time, it 
could be done without chaos.

Even if the government estimates 
are not too optimistic, British re- 
serves will be reduced below what 
many experts consider the danger 
point, at which financial collapse 
‘become imminent.

Rich in Color 
And Substance “F 


"WHALE HUNT" by Nelson Cole 
Haley. {Ives Washburn,, Inc., New 
York, 304 pages, $4.50.) 

OR those who must do their 
salt water voyaging vicari- 
ously through the medium 
of books this tale of whaling ad- 
venture will be « fine It does 
not rank w'th Melville’s incom- 
parable “Moby Dick” nor with 
Dana's classic “Two Years Before 
the Mast.” It is just the simple 
narrative of one Nelson Cole 
Haley who at 17 signed on as a 
harpooner of the famous. and 
still preserved New Bedford 
whaler Charles W: Morgan. He 
had returned but a few months 
before from his first four years 
on a whater. He spent four 
more (1849-53) on the Morgan.

Rich in color and substance 
but artless in design, it has a 
warm sense of candor about it.

Such defi- 
ciencies as these lead to the sus- 
picion that her poetic imagina- 
tion occasionally soars no higher 
than a mechanically adequate 
cliche. Hawever, on the whole 
it is a pleasurable and profitable 
experience that awaits the 
reader of these poems.

SENATE PASSES BILL TO RAISE 
DISABLED VETERANS’ BENEFITS 


WASHINGTON, June 12 (UP)— 
The Senate today passed and sent 


to the House a bill to increase the 
benefits for dependents of disa- 
bled veterans. The cost of the bill 
for the first year was estimated 
at $32,561,000. 


The measure would affect only 
veterans with service-connected 
disabilities of 60 per cent or more. 
Different rates would apply to 
those entitled to wartime and 
peacetime benefits and to those 
totally and partly disabled. 

Those totally disabled and eli- 
gible for wartime rates would re- 
ceive from $10 a month for one 
child to $40 for a wife and three 
children in addition to present 
benefits. Totally disabled veter- 
ans eligible for peacetime rates 
would receive additional benefits 
ranging from $10 to $32.

“He's the ‘greatest horse I've 
ever seen, let alone ridden,” Ar- 
caro said as the infield board 
showed the brilliant bay son of 
Bull Lea-Hydroplane [II had 
matched the stake record of 
2:28 1-5 made by Mrs, John Hertz’s 
Count.

us 30 busy defending ourselves and our ef- 
forts that the motoring public would tire of 
waiting for a completely new rear-engine 
car.

Tiny Vivien Kellems, Woman Indus- 
trialist, Is Again Battling the Gov- 
ernment Over Taxes—Likes to

IVIEN KELLEMS, who has 

become something of a head- 

ache to the Federal Govern- 
ment, is so tiny that she has to 
sit on two sofa pillows to reach 
the steering wheel of her automo- 
bile. But when she starts a fight, 
such as her current battle with 
the Government over her refusal 
to withhold federal income tax 
from the pay checks of the em- 
ployes of her cable grip company, 
it is invariably a man-sized 
fracas. 


Right now the pint-sized pepper- 
pot head of the Kellems Co, is en- 
gaged in a regular Kilkenny brawl 
with Secretary of the Treasury 
John W. Snyder and his tax-collec- 
tors, a tussle she has swern to see 
through to one of two possible fin- 
ishes. Miss Kellems wants a test 
case made of the withholding tax 
law. If she gets it and the law fs 
declared unconstitutional by the 
Supreme Court, she wins. If the 
law is declared constitutional after 
the test case, she loses, to the tune 
of a possible prison sentence and 
a fine equal to a neat fortune.

“If High 
Tax Harry Truman wants me to 
take that money away from my 
employes, he'll have to appoint 
me an agent of the Internal Rev- 
enue Department and pay me a 
salary and expenses for the work.

“But, 
you find some law you don’t be- 
lieve in and break it and you land 
on page one with your picture.” 


Miss Kellems first used her

10 p.m. Exhausted with playing 
things polite, she invited 100 well- 
known business and professional 
women to her factory at the 
curfew hour one night, read the

“I paid everybody for a night’s 
work, including my own employes 
although we don’t work nights,” 
she explained: “Nobody was ar- 
rested, but we got a lot of pub- 
licity and the silly law was re- 
‘pealed.” 


Miss Kellems has been accused 
at times of being a publicity 
seeker. 

“Certainly, I’m a_ publicity 
seeker,” she laughs. “Call me a 
rabble-rouser, too, if you want to. 
It makes no difference to me just 
so I get things done.” 


Rugged individualist and direct 
actionist, Miss Kellems has four 
pet themes — equal rights for 
women, the burden to this country 
of red-tape bureaucrats, too high 
taxes and Kellems cable grips. 


She once shoved one of the 
cable grips she manufactures 
under the nose of a Washington 
bureaucrat who was annoying her 
with a lot of red tape and ex- 
ploded: “Here, make them your- 
self, smartypants. You can have 
the whole factory. I don’t have to 
make cable grips for a living.”

URING the war when she was 
D turning out her cable grips by 

the thousands for the Army 
Signal Corps and for the Navy to 
be used on everything from gun 
turrets to mine sweepers, she once 
became so exhausted with the red 
tape in obtaining n ma- 
terials that she advocated the crea- 
tion of a new bureau to manu- 
facture red tape from banana oil. 


Although she had established a 
reputation as a hard fighter on 
any subject about which she felt 
deeply, it was her violent rebel- 
lion against the New Deal in the 
war years that catapulted her into 
the national spotlight. In Janu- 
ary, 1944, she threatened to refuse 
to pay her income tax, proposing 
instead to put the tax money into 
a fund for postwar expansion to 
guarantee jobs for veterans.

“I didnt Carry ‘that fight too 
far,” she says today. “But the 
fact remains it bankrupted thou- 
sands of smal] businesses.” 


From that outburst an, “Vivid 
Vivien,” as she is called by close 
associates, made one headline aft- 
er another. She criticized the 
Government for sending cable 
shipments to Russia. She was ac- 
cused by New Dealers of Nazi 
leanings after a couple of radio 
commentators and a member of 
the House of Representatives got 
hold of some letters she had Writ- 
ten to Count Earl von Zedlitz in 
Buenos Aires.

The ironic thing 
was that at the time I was being 
accused of being a Nazi sympathiz- 
er, I was knee deep in war work.

‘study and seek and you'll find the solution to all your 
problems, including housing; you will find life abun- 
dant.’”

After all, an employer pays 
his taxes four times a year; why 
should taxes be taken out of an 
employe’s pay every week? What 
this law says in effect is that all 
employers are honest and all em- 
ployes dishonest. Any American 
citizen has the right to ask a test 
case of any law and I'll get a test 
of this one or know the reason 
why.” 


A S OF the present writing, the 
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UST what Vivien plans she 

will not say, but she guaran- 

tees fireworks by Aug. 1 at the 
latest, by which date she figures 
the Government will be forced to 
do something about the withhold- 
ing taxes she has not collected for 
the second quarter of the year. 
And whatever Miss Kellems pulls 
off in the next round of the battle 
is bound to be in the line of direct 
action and something slightly 
spectacular in nature. 


“You find some law you don’t 
believe in and you try to explain 
it to people in a nice way and 
your story lands on page 20 of 
the newspapers,” she said with a 
chuckle in her voice that indicated 
just how much she was savoring 
the next round of her fight. “But, 
you find some law you don’t be- 
lieve in and break it and you land 
on page one with your picture.” 


Miss Kellems first. used her 
“break the law to get action” 
technique in 1943 when she was 
battling for the repeal of the Con- 
necticut curfew law which pro- 
hibited women from working after 
10 p.m. Exhausted with playing 
things polite, she invited 100 well- 
known business and professional 
women to her factory at the 
curfew hour one night, read the

law to them, and set them to 
work. 

“I paid everybody for a night’s 
work, including my own employes 
although we don’t work nights,” 
she explained: “Nobody was ar- 
rested, but we got a lot of pub- 
licity and the silly law was re- 
‘pealed.” 


Miss Kellems has been accused 
at times of being a publicity 
seeker. 


“Certainly, I'm a_ publicity 
seeker,” she laughs. “Call me a 
rabble-rouser, too, if you want to. 
It makes no difference to me just 
so I get things done.” 


Rugged individualist and direct 
actionist, Miss Kellems has four 
pet themes — equal rights for 
women, the burden to this country 
of red-tape bureaucrats, too high 
taxes and Kellems cable grips. 


She once shoved one of the 
cable grips she manufactures 
under the nose of a Washington 
bureaucrat who was annoying her 
with a lot of red tape and ex- 
ploded: “Here, make them your- 
self, smartypants. You can have 
the whole factory. I don’t have to 
make cable grips for a living.”

turning out her cable grips by 

the thousands for the Army 
Signal Corps and for the Navy to 
be used on everything from gun 
turrets to mine sweepers, she once 
became so exhausted with the red 
tape in obtaining nec ma- 
terials that she advocated the crea- 
tion of a new bureau to manuw- 
facture red tape from banana oil. 


Although she had established a 
reputation as a hard fighter on 
any subject about which she felt 
deeply, it was her violent rebel- 
lion against the New Deal in the 
war years that catapulted her into 
the national spotlight. In Janu- 
ary, 1944, she threatened to refuse 
to pay her income tax, proposing 
instead to put the tax money into 
a fund for postwar expansion to 
guarantee jobs for veterans. 
Charging that the 1943 “forgive- 
ness tax” was an outrage, that it 
boosted taxes an extra 25 per cent, 
instead of “forgiving” the 75 per 
cent, as was claimed, Miss Kel- 
Jems screamed against high taxa- 
tion: “This isn’t taxation; its.con-<. 
fiscation.” gna 


“I didnt carry ‘that fight too 
far,” she says today. “But the 
fact remains it bankrupted thou- 
sands of small businesses.” 


From that outburst an, “Vivid 
Vivien,” as she is called by close 
associates, made one headline aft- 
er another. She criticized the 
Government for sending cable 
shipments to Russia. She was ac- 
cused by New Dealers of Nazi 
leanings after a couple of radio 
commentators and a member of 
the House of Representatives got 
hold of some letters she had Writ- 
ten to Count Earl von Zedlitz in 
Buenos Aires. In the ensuing bat- 
tle she sued the CIO for $1,500,000. 


“They called me a traitor and 
they should have paid,” she still 
rankles over that lost battle. “Sure 

Was corresponding with an old 
friend who happened to be a Ger- 
man, but the FBI knew all about 
that. In fact, they had known all 
that as far back as 1941. [I told 
them myself because I wanted 
them to know everything about 
me when I started manufacturing 
for war orders. The ironic thing 
was that at the time I was being 
accused of being a Nazi sympathiz- 
er, I was knee deep in war work. 
I couldn’t put up a complete de- 
fense because the facts of my war 
work couldn’t be made known to 
the enemy. If you ever heard of 
anything ridiculous, think of this: 
At the very time when the scream- 
ing was the loudest, I had a secret 
shell in my plant working out a 
lifter for it.” 


D URING the war when she was 
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AST fall in a speech in Cleve- 
L land on equal rights for women, 

Vivien demanded that women 
be given equal opportunities with 
men for work and pay, or that 
polygamy be legalized. 

“I just threw that polygamy 
business’ in,” she laughs. “And it 
got attention for what I was 
talking about. After all, I main- 
tain that women work to support 
themselves and they’ve the right 
to work without a lot of silly re- 
strictions. There are a lot more 
women than men in this country 
and if women aren’t going ‘to be 
allowed to support themselves,

The daughter of a Christian 
minister, David Clinton Kellems, 
she was born in Des Moines, Ia., 
but while still a baby was taken 
to Eugene, Ore. As she grew up in 
Oregon, her father had hopes that 
she would either marry a minister 
or become a school teacher. Vivien 
dispelled these hopes when she be- 
came enamored of an economics 
professor at the University of Ore- 
gon, She majored in economics, 
but the professor turned out to be 
a minor crush, and Vivien settled 
down to her first job, booking 
Chautauquas up and down the 
West Coast. Then she became 
engaged to a marine during the 
first war. When he was killed, 
she returned to school for her 
master’s degree and then went to 
Columbia to work toward a doc- 
torate. 


After several more jobs, such as 
acting as advance agent ‘for:Chan- 
ning Pollock’s famous play, “The 
Fool,” and lecturing on the thea- 
ter, Vivien one day observed her 
younger brother, Edgar, fiddling 
around with one of his latest in- 
ventions. Brother Edgar explained 
under questioning that this partic- 
ular invention was a woven wire 
grip that could be used to pull ca- 
bles through pipes. Under further 
questioning he admitted that he 
had no idea of how to sell it, that 
he was just an inventor and really 
couldn’t be bothered with the mun- 
dane end of such things.

‘What Vivien has accomplished 
in the past 20 years, starting with 
only $1000 capital and a tremen- 
dous amount of nerve and spirit, 
is the history of the Kellems Co, 
While another brother, David, 
took care of the engineering end 
of the business, Vivien organized 
the business, sold the product to 
the biggest and best customers in 
the United States, and wound up 
last year being hailed by the Na- 
tional Association of .} 
turers as the No. 1 wots 
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biggest customers is General Mo- 
tors. Her grips pulled all the high 
tension cables from Boulder Dam 
to Los Angeles, 1800 miles; and 
anchored them. They pulled more 
than a million feet of cable 
through electric conduits in New 
York’s Chrysler Building. During 
the war, in addition to the 2,000,- 
000 cable grips turned out for the 
Army Signal’ Corps alone, more 
million were used on battleships 
for gun turrets and shell lifters 
and a special mine sweeping grip 
towed mine sweeping cable 
through planted waters. 


Right now the Kellems Co. is. 


producing a new “cable” grip. It 
is a woven wire basket that: fits 
into a candlestick to keep candles 
upright in their holders. And with 
her usual thoroughness and en- 
thusiasm, Miss Kellems can quote 
to the penny how much damage 
overturned candles do to banquet 
table linens and how much money 
goes up in flames. With the Kel- 
lems candle grips there will be 
no such thing as toppling candles. 

Monday, Vivien will celebrate 
her fifty-second birthday. Named 
last year as one of the 10 best- 
dressed women in the United 
States, she admits to loving 
clothes, but complains that her 
business responsibilities leave her 
little time to really concentrate 
on her wardrobe. She -wears a

room town house in New York 
and a palatial country’ home. out- 
side of Westport within easy driv- 
ing distance of her factory. 
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N the subject of marriage she 

laughs: “I'd be a liar if I said

I also 
told them, ‘What we dod in this 
funny little shop will be of na- 
tional interest.’” 

Miss Kellems’s remark about 
her refusal to collect withholding 
taxes being of. national interest 
was something of an understate- 
ment. Her mail arrives daily in 
bushel baskets. After she de- 
fended her stand on a radio pro- 
gram, “Meet. the Press,” a short 
time ago, the Westport poastoffice 
was swamped. 

Aside from her fight with the 
Internal Revenue ent, 
Miss Kellems is now involved in 
litigation with the City: of West- 
port over the building of a fac- 
tory. Zoning laws prohibit build- 
ing where *she wants to put it, 
but the determined Vivien, who 
plans a factory that will look like 
the reproduction of the Governor’s 
Palace at Williamsburg, Va., is 
determined to have her way,

my factory and I know ways to 
losé lawsuits.”

The present factory of the Kel- 
lems Co. is located in an old 
building that was once something 
of a community hall.in Westport.

It's the Busy Season > 


At Possum Trot Farm 
By Leonard Hall 


OING to town on Saturday afternoon is a traditional farm 
custom. That is the day when such smal] produce as eggs 
and butter are taken to the store, when supplies are bought 
and carried home for the week ahead, when the farm wife does 
her window shopping, her 
husband sits a while on the 
courthouse lawn to visit with 
neighbors from the other 
end of the county and the 
youngsters get. a treat at 
the drug store. But there 
is one season when this. 
time-honored custom doesn’t 
hold—and this is during the 
hay harvest. Our part of 
the country made a fine 
hay crop this year, what 
with plenty of winter snow 
and spring rain. The grass 
and clover and alfalfa were 
late starting, for the weath- 
er «.tayed cool. 

In fact, the first cutting 
of alfalfa was made when 
hay still had to lie in the 
field for several days be- 

; fore it would cure; but by 
good fortune there was no rain and ‘t finally went into barn 
er stack without getting wet. Last week ths red clover was 
tripe enough to cut and at last the days grew warm enough so 
that curing was no problem. We're pasturing our fields of 
brome grass and alfalfa—but that stiil lea es a good acreage 
of red clover, timothy and lespedeza to put in the barn and 
all week we've been hard at the ob.

I suppose that haying is one of the oldest of all agri- 

cultural occupations; probably pre-dating the manger at 

Bethlehem by man~v centuries. Yet it « a task which was 

carried on in much the same way during most of those 
centuries. Only during the past few decades have meth- 

ods been developed for improving the quality of the stored 

product or even for reducing the amount of hand labor 

which is involved. First came the sickle and hand rake; 

and then the scythe or mowing biade. 

kook 

@ FINALLY THE HORSE-DRAWN mowing machine was 
developed and one of the toughest hanc operations was 
removed. A horse-drawn rake put the hay ‘ato windrows to 
cure, then bunched it ‘into shocks. In prairie areas, buck 
takes were developed; these being particularly useful where 
hay was stacked in the field. Then the hay fork, running down 
a track along the barn ridge, came alon_; and this eliminated 
unloading each load with pitchforks at the barn. Finally there 
have developed the side-delivery rake and pick-up baler. With 
this rake the hay is field-cured and tossed into a .continuous 
windrow, round and round the field. Afte. it has cured, the 
baler follows along, picking up the hay and dropping it out 
behind the machine ready for hauling to storage. Now an 
élevator has been added, which carries the bales from baler 
to wagon or truck. This outfit—along with the hay-chopper, 
an even newer development—constitutes the ‘ast word in haying 
equipment. The chopper has the additional advantage that 
hay can be picked up and chopped green in the field, loaded 
on big wagons cnd finally blown into the barn where it is 
dried by huge blower-fans. ‘7 4

@ WE TELS ABOUT THESE NEW DEVELOPMENTS with 
mouths watering, for here at Possum Tre’ we still have to 
handle hay the old-fashioned way. Truc, we have a big 
seven-foot rower for ihe Ford-Ferguson which cuts a field 
in a jiffy. But oncs the hay is down we still have to windrow 
and bunch it with the horse rake and load the loose hay onto 
the lon¢ hey-frames in the field by hand. Hay balers and 
choppers are expensive and mighty hard to come by; and most 
dealers are still running a year or more behind on orders. 
Still, we’re promising ourselves that next season we'll be 
prosperous enough to have acquired the new equipment. With 
a big increase in alfalfa acreage, a baler.or chopper will 
be imperative. And while we are on the subject of haying 
let me offer this apology if you’re one of our readers who 
has an unanswered letter among the several hundred piled 
up on our desk. Ever since this colum: began, we've prided 
ourselves that no letter went unanswered and that most an- 
swers went out promptly. Now when we spend 10 hours in 
the field, another hour at chores and from two to three at 
the typewriter after a late supper, we find there’s little 
energy left for correspondence. We'd like nothing better than 
to catch up—but right now the chances look slim for ever 
doing it.

@ THERE’Ss A RHYTHM AND SWING to haying which 
even in the hottest June weather makes the hours fairly fly. 
In the beginning, no matter how thorough your preparations 
have been, things happen to slow down the task. You find 
after a load or iwo that one of the hay frames needs new 
standards; or that a pair of English sparrows have built 
their nest in the mechanism of the hay-fork under the barn 


ridge, so that the fork won’t lock or release properly. You. 


climb up, hanging by the skin of your teeth, and remove it. 
But while you're at dinner, the sparrows start again; and 
again the following morning. By that time, having cost 
precious hours of time, they get discouraged and move to a 
new location. Although we may have to make a bargain with 
some of the neighbors before we're through—trading them 4 
few days during wheat harvest for help in our hay fields—so 
far Perry and young William Al and I have been going it 
alone. William vis 12, but as good as a regular hand.

We have a system which works as well as possible for 
such a short-handed crew. In the even-ng, after 5 o’clock, 
I hook the mower to the tractor and cut enough hay for 
a day’s loading. This is ready for raking by noon next 
day, when Perry rakes and buuches it with the team. 
Meanwhile William and I load one wagon drawn by the 
tractor. Then Perry hooks Ginger and Nancy to the other 
big hay frame and we both lond that one, thus headin 
in to the barn with two loaded wagons. ee.

@ AT NOON ON SATURDAY WE STILL HAD 80 shocks in 
the field—enough for two full loads. The thermometer had 
climbed to the high nineties, but over in the west thunder 
began to rumble and flashes of lightning played along the 
‘horizon. We all agreed the hay had to come in, so we hung 
a fresh keg of cold well-water under the lead wagon and 
went at it hammer and tongs. The stand of red clover far 
out on the ridge was heavy, for we'd limed it well last year 
and given it a good dose of fertilizer this spring. The shocks 
were big and close together. Perry and I heaved them up 
with ¢gork handles bending—all but covering up young Wil- 
liam as the loads grew higher and higher. But the rain 
held off and we finally headed for the barn a half mile away, 
with the big white mares going at a full trot and the tractor 
pushing to keep even with them.

STE. GENEVIEVE, Mo., June 12. 
T WAS the last day of school— 
|. giad day for the children and 
a sad day for their teacher. 
For the children it was the re- 
lease that comes with vacation. 
For the teacher it wags the end of 
teaching and the long vacation 
that comes, unwanted, near the 
end of a lifetime of serving. 
‘For 52 years Miss Camille Du- 
Pont taught the children of the 
Krell community, at the country 


‘school, five miles away in the 


hills. It was time for her to quit, 
she thought. Without telling any- 
body she planned to make the 
last day of school her last day 
too. 

On that day she stood before 
the children and their parents 
who had been her pupils in their 
own childhood, and told them her 
decision. True to the require- 
ments of her calling, she spoke 
firmly but there was moisture in 
her eyes. Some who had been her 
pupils lang ago wept and were 
unashamed as they said, “Good- 
by, Teacher.” 

Out of France long ago came 
the DuPonts of Ste. Genevieve, 
and here Camille was born 70 
years ago. Brought up in the tra- 
ditiong of the French colony 
on the Mississippi, it was settled 
in her mind when she was young 
that when she grew up she would 
be a teacher. 

In the parochial school and at 
St. Francis. de. Sales Academy, 
and later at the Southeast Mis- 
souri Teachers College at Cape 
Girardeau, she prepared for that 
career. At 18, she began teaching 
at the parochial school at Zell 
parish in the country. 

At the school picnic Henry 
Figge, a board member of Kréll 
public school, a mile away, asked 
Camille if she would like to teach 
at that school and she said yes, 
So in that year 1896 Camille Du- 
Pont signed a contract to teach 
Krell school for one year at $35 
a month. When September came, 
she stood at the schoolhouse door 
for the first time and rang the 
bell that brought 35 children to 
their desks. The small school- 
house was crowded, for large fam- 
ilies were the rule among the 
French and German settlers who 
had found new homes in a fertile 
land. 

There was a question what the 
children should call their new 
teacher, She would have liked 
for them to call her Camille, but 
that wouldn’t do. She was so 
young that she didn’t like to be 
called Miss DuPont. “Call me 
Teacher,” she said and through 
all the years to her last day of 
school she was called Teacher. 
She liked it that way because it 
brought them closer together. 

At the end of that first year

Instead, for 40 
years, Teacher stood at the door 
and rang a hand bell to signify 
that it was time for classes to 
begin. After 40 years, Teacher 
grew tired of hearing that bell 
and gave it away to a Negro 
school in town that needed one. 
In its place Teacher .used a 
coach’s whistle, blowing it brave- 
ly as she stood at the door, sum- 
moning the children to their 


classes. 
T tendance varied. One year it 
was up to 45, but that was be- 
cause migratory tie hackers had 
come into the community, later to 
move on to other camps. The aver- 
age, as Miss DuPont figures from 
her records was 30, which brings 
the total of the children she has 
taught to about 1600. In later 
years the attendance has fallen 
off, due to better roads and 
means of transportation which 
enable the older children to go 
to the church school in town. The 
enrollment when Miss DuPont 
came to her last day of school 
was 15.

If Harold Stassen Is Elected President, He'll Be First 
Real Sailor to Occupy White House—Won Dec- 
orations for Courage Under Fire in Battles at Sea 


HEN Harold Edward Stassen 
stands up to tell an audience 
why he should be elected 
President of the United States, 
he grips the speaker’s table in his 
big hands with the intensity of a 
quartermaster holding on to the 
helm in a typhoon. As he speaks 
Stassen stands with legs spread 
a yard apart like a sailor steady- 
ing himself on a heaving deck 
while riding out the storm, and 
his broad shoulders rock back and 
forth in unison with the unseen 
waves. 
Stassen laughed the other day 
when attention was called to his 
nautical manners. “I know, I 


‘know,” he said. “I’ve been criti- 


cized for my sea legs. But I can’t 
help it, it just seems to come 
natural to me.” 

If nominated at Philadelphia 
this month and elected in Novem- 
ber, Harold Stassen will be the 
first real sailor to occupy the 
White House. Many army men 
have been there, notably Gen- 
erals Washington, Jackson and 
Grant. Admiral Dewey, hero of 
Manila Bay, was mentioned for 
the Presidency, but nothing came 
of it. Army men, it seems, are 
better politicians than navy men 
as a rule. 

Out of his well-stocked memory, 
Stassen could recall only one navy 
man who had gained the White 
House. That man was Franklin 
D. Roosevelt who had been Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy under 
President Woodrow Wilson.

cluding Hollywood’s Robert Mont- 
gomery and Gene Markey. But 
most te the senior officers lived 
on Snob Hill, and thither Stassen 
was assigned. 


Snob Hill was a community of 
Quonset huts erected on a slope 
above the crescent harbor. It was 
named in derision by the junior 
officers of another Quonset camp, 
called Cub 13, who envied the su- 
perior food and plumbing available 
at Snob Hill. 


Stassen shared a hut with a 
dozen other officers. Life con- 
sisted of working. downtown in 
the barracks-like offices, eating 
at the officers’ mess, seeing an al 
fresco movie after dinner, and 
writing letters home, 


To brighten up things a bit for 
his hemesick warriors, Admiral 
Halsey opened up what he called 
the longest bar this side of Shang- 
hai, in the Hotel du Pacifique. The 
bar opened at 5 p.m. daily, to the’ 
clanging of a ship’s bell, and it 
closed when the day’s liquor quota 
was exhausted, sometimes in an 
hour or two, 


Temperate in all things, Stassen 
was not among the regulars who 
showed up for the cocktail hour, 
although he likes a Scotch occa- 
sionally. Stassen took his war 
seriously and seemed to have lit- 
tle in common with some of the 
more frolicsome fellows who 
fought from bar to bar. Stassen 
was impatient to see action, to 
help win the war, and get back 
to his home and family—and polit- 
ical career. On occasional evenings 
when he rélaxed to the extent 
of having dinner at the Cer- 
cle, a little French restaurant 
downtown, he appeared preoccu- 
pied as if his mind were straying 
back to Minneapolis or Washing- 


ton. 
§ man, but he soon was to prove 
himself a real fighting man. 

The opportunity came with the 
battle of Empress Augusta Bay. 
At the end of October, 1943, Amer- 
ican marines gained a foothold 
in Bougainville, the big Japanese- 
held island in the northern Solo- 
mons on the road to Rabaul and 
Truk. The Japanese sent a task 
force of heavy cruisers to hit the 
marines on the beach. The Ameri- 
cang had lost many heavy cruisers 
and'could muster only light cruis- 
ers. 

Halsey had assigned Stassen to 
the Montpelier, the flagship of Ad- 
miral “Tip” Merrill, who also had 
three other light cruisers and 
eight destroyers. The Americans 
headed north to intercept the ene- 
my coming down from Rabaul. A 
terrific night action resulted with 
the American lights slugging it 
out with the Jap heavies from 
1:30 o’clock until 4:30 in the morn- 
ing. The Americans opened up 
with torpedo action by the de- 
stroyers as a curtain-raiser for 
the. gun battle by the cruisers. 
Finally the Japs had enough and 
turned tail with the Americans 
chasing them back toward Rabaul. 

As.dawn broke enemy bomb- 
ers came out from Rabaul and 
worked over the Americans, The

He had 
been loaned to Admiral Spruance’s 
Fifth Fleet, but now he was back 
with Admiral Halsey and the 
Third Fleet, working beside Hal- 
sey on the New Jersey which par- 
ticipated in the celebrated pursuit 
of the Japanese fleet up north 
toward Nippon. There were 
numerous air attacks, but the New 
Jersey was never hit as_ the 
enemy concentrated on our 
carriers. 

Next, in December, 1944, Hal- 
sey took Stassen along in his 
spectacular sweeps through the 
Straits of Formosa and into the 
South China Sea to cut off the

Toward the end of the war 
Stassen was with Halsey on the 
Missouri when the “Big Mo” 
boldly stood off the enemy home- 
land and shelled Honshu with im- 
punity. 


“Halsey wanted to go right in 
and shell Tokyo Bay but the war 
ended,” Stassen says.

He 
ig able to make a tough decision 
and follow through with unbeliev- 
able courage, plus a dramatic flair 
commanding affection’ from his 
men that made him a great fight- 
ing force, Underneath all this was 
thoughtfulness for his men, I ad-

Engineering Feat Undertaken Here|_ “y 


To Extend Retail Store Facilities Along 


Washington Avenue's Canyon of Lofts i

A major engineering feat has 
been undertaken to expand retail 
facilities along the canyon of 
Washington avenue loft buildings, 
by jacking up the top five stories 
of a brick-walled six-story loft at 
the southeast corner of Washing- 
ton and Tenth street, and running 
a whole series of contemporary- 
styled stores underneath. 

The work is being done for 
John Mavrakos, as president of 
the Corinthian Realty Co., by the 
Murch Jarvis Co. Designing and 
building detail plans have been 
worked: out in-the office of P. 
John Hoener & Associates, me- 
chanical engineering plans by 
Toensfeldt & Blanche, and Wil- 
liam C. E. Becker is consulting 
engineer. 

The building was acquired in 
1946 | 


The project will cost more than 

400,000, an expenditure feasible, 
in the opinion of Mavrakos, be- 
cause of a “confirmed conviction 
in the continued value of central 
downtown St. Louis property.” 

The project is among the most 
comprehensive. yet to be under- 
taken in a series of “face lifting 
operations” in progress at several 
points along Washington avenue 
east, from Twelfth street past 
Broadway. 

Other Washington avenue proj- 
ects include the wrecking of the 
old Nugent store property at the. 
southeast corner of Washington 
and Broadway, and the simulta- 
neous-rebuilding on that site of an 
inter-city “commuter” bus termi- 
nal; the addition of an extra floor 
and extensive rebuilding inside the 
Stix-Baer & Fuller store, Sixth to 
Seventh streets; rebuilding and 
refacing of the property at the 
southwest .corner of Sixth and 
Washington for Kline’s: remodel- 
ing and expansion of the Indus- 
trial Bank, in the Mallinkrodt

WASHINGTON, June 12 (AP)— 
Few persons realize that the Gov- | 
ernment rung in the red more | 
often than not. The balanced | 
budget —and surplus — which the | 
Government now has in the beg 
for the fiscal year ending this 
month (June 30) will be the 
seventy-fifth record in Treasury 

annals. 

The government has operated in 
the red during 83 years of its 
life. As a result, the federal debt 
now totals about 252 billion dol- 
lars. 

If you credit the budget out- 
come to the President in office 
when the budget period ended,. 
seven of the nation’s 32 presidents 
failed ever to achieve a balanced 
budget. 

Abraham Lincoln was the first 
to fail all the way. His five suc- 
cessors— Presidents Johnson,. 
Grant, Hayes, Garfield an d 
Arthur—did the same. The six 
of them, in fact, held office 
through the longest (28 years) 
string of deficits in the coun- 
try’s. history. 4 

Franklin D. Roosevelt was the 
only other president who never 
had a balanced budget. He went 
through’ 12 straight years in the 
red. President Truman wil] have 
a two-two standing after this 
month, He was in office at .the 
ends of two deficit years, but this 
year and: jast will match that.on | 
the surplus side of the ledger. 

In . addition, Government ex- 
perts forecast, Truman will have 
a record size surplus this year of 
over seven billion dollars. The pre- 
vious record, $1,155,000,000 was. 
set under Coolidge 21. years ago.

At the request of millers, 
United States Food and Drug offi- 
cials, and the manufacturers of 
agene, researchers in this country 
started similar studies. Dr. C. A. 
Elvehjem at the University of 
Wisconsin fed dogs flour treated 
with many times as much agene) 
as is ever used in common mill | 
practice. Seventy per cent of the 
diet consisted of such ‘heavily- 
treated flour. The dogs developed 
symptoms like those described by 
Mellanby. 

“More recently,, Dr. Elvehjem 
has fed dogs diets that contain

80 per cent flour treated with the 
amount of agene normally used 
in milling. After more than eight 
months on this ‘normal’ diet the 
dogs are entirely normal. 

“Since results of animal studies 
do not always apply to human be- 
ings, human feeding studies have 
been in progress for some time. 
Even with the most refined meas- 
uring devices available, investi- 
gators have been unable to detect 
any signs of harmfulness, So con- 
clusive have been the results of 
these human studies that the re- 
searchers consider it unnecessary 
to continue them.
